SOME REASONS FOR 
A FEELING OF OPTIMISM 


The truism that hope springs eternal in the hu­ 
man breast, was never more in evidence. Despite 
all that might hinder optimism is radiating from 
the business centres. Certainly there is more real 
belief in a revival now, than there was in the early 
months of last year—when people saw, prosperity 
“just around the corner”. Expectations are high 
for a business revival in the month of September. 
The stock and bond markets are holding out well. 
More shares have been sold lately, according to re­ 
ports. then in the last two months. The announce­ 
ment of the steel industries, both U, S. steel and 
the independent firms of a 20 per cent raise in 
wages is of-tremendous importance. 
It is value­ 
less to discuss the whys and wherefores of that 
mlm in wages, that fact is the thing of import­ 
ance. The results that must inevitably flow from 
such action is what concerns business man. In 
this connection is is heartening to true Americans 
to know that the long stream of daily labor from 
Europe is dwindling down to the vanishing point 
to what it was to be. There is probably too much 
foreign immigration now, but nothing to compare 
with the past. Reliable statistics show that in 
19IS 1,418,815, third class passengers landed in 
this country, but in to June of this yqar 1922, 
there was an average of only 14,000—that com­ 
parison is an important one—it means that what 
laborers are employed are to have a higher pur­ 
chasing power—just as when cotton is not too 
plantiful, the crop has a larger purchasing power. 
The new labor immigration tends to stabuliae 
the labor market. Just as regulation of the sales 
of cotton will stabulize that market. If industries 
have started their machinery, and as there was 
no limitless supply of labor from the old world, the 
end of the supply of labor seems to have been seen 
by the steel corporation, hence its policy of raia- 
mg wages. 
pienry Ford a dictum that good wages mean 
good business success, seems to have been adopted 
in part by the steel corporation, and the country 
may be expected to benefit in every respect by 
suqh a policy. , 
I 


Under the one-crop system it was an annual oc­ 
casion with no cash until late fall. Now the farm 
family has money every week in the year. It comes 
from butterfat, which is produced all the time and 
is paid for in cash. It comes from the early vege­ 
tables which begin to move from Mobile and Bald­ 
win in February, some in winter.

The number of cars of watermelons moved this 
year is 
1.628, compared with 1,121 during the 
same period last year. Alabama truckers have dis­ 
covered the Irish potato as a cash crop. Shipments 
of that commodity this year have comprised over 
2,000 cars, compared with 694 cars last season. 
There is prosperity on the farms of Alabama 
for those who make farming a business the same 
as men keep store. That is being done more and 
more and the result is as happy as vividly ap­ 
parent.— Age-Herald.

“Men want the vitality of warmth, of generos­ 
ity, from women; and when in place of that, they 
get intelligence they have very much the sensa­ 
tion of a hungry indiviual who offered good advice 
in place of food. 
“Why women perversely choose men whom 
other men know to be worthless is an insoluble 
bezzle and default, commit murder of arson, he 
every recognized variety of rascal; he may em­ 
bezzle and default, commit murder of arson, he 
may have the character of a hyena; yet, some­ 
times, the most absolute feminine loveliness will 
join herself to him. 
“This, of course, is illogical; it is even indefen- 
sive. But it is dangerous to accuse women of be­ 
ing specially lacking in logic; it is toó easy for 
them to point out the precedent risiding in men. 
And if women choose, without wise consideration, 
detrimental men for their affections, men rattling 
with emptiness.” 
To which Miss rejoins philosophically: 
“Well, they woo us, they marry us, they clothe 
us. they push revolving doors for us, they strut 
for us, they make laws for us, they fatheisour 
children for us. and we, wish almost a sadistic love 
of what we suffer for them, smile. 
“A painter once caught all that behind the lips 
of a woman and erected upon her face the most 
cryptic expression in the world, Mona Lisa’s. Men 
think it adorable and inscrutable. -Women find it 
less enigmatic and some even think it a composite 
smile of what women think about men. A little 
good-humored, that smile, a little fond, a little sad,
